Sell It Quickly With a Want-Ad

Priority Building
Torrancc's City Council had 

another problem tossed Into Its 
lap recently when La wren c 
C. Stevens, state director of 
veterans affairs, urged all Call 
fornia cities and counties to 
adopt local ordinances restrict­ 
ing the issuance of building per­ 
mits to holders of veterans HH 
priorities or. construction per­ 
mits issued by. the Civilian Pro­ 
duction Administration.

"By refusing to authorize con­ 
struction which has not been ap­ 
proved under the veterans emer­ 
gency housing ( program, local 
communities can be of tremen­ 
dous assistance In making cri­ 
tical materials and labor avail­ 
able for construction of the 
thousands of additional veter­ 
ans' homes urgently needed in 
California," Stevens said.. j

Several communities already'

have taken such notion. Fresm 
for Instance, has adopted "a 
emergency measure for the im 
niediate preservation of publl 
peace, health and safety." Thi 
state provides that: '

". . . For a period of ninetj 
days from and after the datt 
of the passage of this ordinance, 
no permit shall be issued for 
the erection or constructfon 01 
any commercial or Industrie 
building or structure without 
satisfactory evidence that such 
person has procured a priority 
for such erection or construction 
from the CPA, or a priority 
from the FHA If the building or 
itrucfure is for a dwelling, if 
mch priorities or either thereof 
ire required by any Federal 
law, regulation or order." 

The City of Sacramento 
m p o s e d similar restrictions 

through a resolution of the City 
tour.cll requiring "reliable evi: 

dence" of approval by the ap- 
iropriate Federal agency prior 
o issuance of a building per­ 

mit.

Propositions 
lost Endorsed 
Measure, Report

The California Council of Edu 
nation revealed today that Pro 
position 3 on the November bal­ 
lot is the most-endorsed meas
 jre of the fall election. 

More than 2,000 organization!
 statewide and local are on
 ecord In favor of Proposition 3, 
ouncil spokesmen said.
Chief among the endorsers ol 

he measure are the: Republican 
and Democratic parties, which 
oted to support it at their 

state conventions In Sacramen 
to.

The state organizations of thi 
\FL and CIO, American Legion 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, Dis 
abled American Veterans, State 
Grange, League of Women Vot 
crs, Native Sons and Daughters 
of the Golden West, American 
Association of University Wo­ 
men, ' Congress of Parents and 
Teachers and National Associa­ 
tion for the Advancement 
Colored People are only a few 
of the many groups in favor of 
the measure.

Proposition 3 would set a min 
mum salary of $2,400 a year for 
nubile school teachers In . Cali­ 
fornia, increasing state support 
of the schools to make the raisi 
possible.

A large percentage of the 2,000 
organizations sponsoring Propo. 
sitlon 3 have rflso taken a stand 
against Proposition 13, which 
would freeze state aid to local 

:hool districts at a figure be­ 
low present levels.

Proposition 3 would help over­ 
come the present serious teacher 
shortage In California. The Call- 
fornia Council of Education ad- 
'ocates a "Yes" vote on 3 and 

a "No" vote on 13.

In an effort to prevent whole­ 
sale waste of thousands of Un­ 
sold Christmas trees on retail 
lots In California this year as 
was experienced during the 1945 
Christmas season, State Forester 
DeWitt Nelson said from his 
headquarters in Sacramento that 
public forestry agencies, in co­ 
operation with the California 
Highway Patrol and the Stato 
Department of Agriculture's ocr- 
der checking stations, will this 
year rigidly enforce existing 
laws pertaining to the cutting 
and transporting of Christmas 
trees.

Nelson explained that the law 
requires all persons cutting or 
transporting trees, whether for 
commercial purposes Or .for 
home use, to have In possession 
at all times a' notarized permit 
from the land owner from whose 
property the 'trees were cut In­ 
dicating that the trees were ob-

mlssion of the lane?"owner, this 
permit is necessary both for the 
Individual actually cutting the 
trees and for tflose transporting 
.the trees to the market, whe­ 
ther cut from private or govern­ 
ment-owned lands. Nelson said, 
and unless truckers ca.n produce 
a suitable permit showing legal 
right of possession loads will 
be detained or even confiscated 
at one of many checking sta 
tions to be established by the 
State Division of Forestry dur­ 
ing November and December.
